^ It was His Excellency's first 
visit to the University, where he 
delivered ' the Convocation address 
and officially opened Thames Hall 
After convocation the Viscount 
lunched with President Hall and 
preceded to the football game 
v;here he made the opening kick- 
off. 

Over 80 degrees were conferred 
including the second Ph.Dl in the 
University's history, which was 
conferred in absentia on Dr. B. G. 
Taylor who is at present at Oxford 
University. The first was received 
by Dr. K. K. Carroll who is still 
•t Western's Colllp Laboritory. 

Parts of Thames Hall, a million 
dollar edifice, were rushed to com- 
pletion for' the opening ceremonies. 
The huge gymn with a present 
scaling capacity of fifteen hundred, 
was walled with yellow tile and 
the mastic tile floor laid. 

By Christmas . the gymnasium 
and swimming pool should be 
ready for student use, and builders 
hope to have the Hall, completed 
by next spring. 

Every available worltcr has been 
pressed into service to get rooms 
readied for the official opening. 

When completed the Hall will ac- 
commodate three basketball courts, 
• swimming pool, boxing and 
wrestling gymns, bowling alleys, 
locker rooms, and offices and lec- 
ture rooms. 

It will' not only satisfy a pressing 
need for Increased physical educa- 
tion facilities, but' also alleviate 
crowded conditions in the Arts and 
Science buildings. . ^ . , .

Dr. Klibansky 

Dr. Raymond Klibansky, Froth- 
ingham professor of logic and meta 
physics at McGIll University and 
one of the better known philo- 
sophers and scholars, has been 
made an honorary member of the 
Warburg Institute at the Univer- 
sity of London, England, it was an- 
nounced at McGill today. 

Professor Klibanslcy is Just back 
from Europe where he represented 
Canadian philosophers at the first 
International Congress of Humanist 
Studies, in Itaiy. and which fea- 
tured ^'symposiums on' Humanism 
in Politics."; He • presented à paper 
and presided at one of the final 
sessions. 

Speaking of conditions in Europe, 
Professor Klibansky stated: "Re- 
covery, particularly in the techni- 
cal realm and transportation, has 
been most marked in Italy, but 
Europe has a long way to go before 
recovering her former status of 
leadership in the world. 

■There are two great danger 
spots in Europe at the present 
time, the Balkans and Germany. 
People are apprehensive of pos- 
sible developments in connection 
with Yugoslavia and there has been 
a great resurgence of nationalism 
in Germany. ' 

"What is!perhaps the most dis- 
heartening of all, however, is the 
great privation of the middle class, 
particularly In countries dominat- 
ed by Communists. 

"Those people, who had a° little 
leisure and a little money with 
which to foster cultural Interests, 
are now hard-pressed. The situ- 
ation ;is a tragic one, and a great 
threat to the re-establlshment of 
Europe."

Cars arc plentiful, and rents arc 
frozen al low levels. A good res- 
taurant meal with a bottleififi^lne. 
costs about one doliar 
taurants. 



But ' when investigating deeper 
into post-war conditions, ÇrofT 
Launay reported that he found a 
slightly different picture. France is 
receiving millions of dollars.' wortli 
of Marshall Plan aid, but some of 
it is in the form"of commodities 
which France herself could manu 
facture. This complicated the labor 
picture, and there have been many 
strikes, chiefly to ' force wage in- 
creases. But most w&ges' are fro- 
zen, and are inadequate' to meet 
Increased cost of living. Tlius the 
working class is bearing' the bur- 
den . of post-war economic adjust- 
ment in France. 

The housing problem is still the 
worst in post-war reconstruction, 
he stated, but large families are 
again becoming fashionable in 
France, and this' is a good sign. 

This is mainly due to the fine 
system of graduated Family Allow- 
ances and baby. bonuses which Is 
maintained by the government. 

However, the lower middle class — 
civil servant^,' professional men, 
etc. Is Uclng squeezed out of ex- 
istence between wage freezes and 
increasing living costs. .' ' Students 
in , the French . colleges' are' 'in ill 
health as a result of 'malnutrition,

Toronto SAC 
Charged With 
Unfair Ads,, 

Toronto. — (CUP) — Charges 
that the StudenU' Administrative 
Council's advertising policy for The 
Varsity Is "unfair, discrliAinatory 
and not lii the best interests of the 
Student body" were leveled re- 
cently at the SAC by Bill Thomp- 
son, II Law. 

Thompson's charges followed un- 
successful attempts to place adver- 
tising in The Varsity to promote a 
scheme of bus transportation for 
away from home football games 
which would have competed with 
an SAC scheme of rail transporta 
tion. 

Refused Space 
In his statement Thompson said 
that he had repeatedly been refused 
space for his ad. When "I went to 
see Mr. E. A. Macdonald. who 
understand is In charge' of Varsity 
advertising ... he informed "me > . 
that the reason the ad was not car- 
ried was 'it is against the policy 
of the SAC to run competing ads 
at the same time the SAC ad is in 
the paper.'" 

Thompson had hoped to run arï 
excursion by bus to London this 
week-end for the Western game. Jie 
planned to charge «$4.00 for the 
round trip, as opposed to the ?4.00 
fee being made by the SAC for 
rail travel. , . 

Will Go to SAC 
niompson said that the bus fare. 
If run on a no profit basis, would 
cost each student about $2.62. Part 
of his statement reads: "I intend 
to Uke this matUr directly to the 
Students' Adhiln'istralive Council 
to clear up the policy of that group 
on adverlbing, and to present to 
them a proposed plan for taking 
students, to away games which 
would save thé student up 10.40% 
on the rale they are chargéd àt 
present" 

"Mr. Macdonald said that I could 
run my ad in Wednesday's Varsity, 
and could use the SAC office to 
sell my tickets if I wanted," 
Oliompsoh said. He also said that 
the SAC would refund money to 
any students who wanted to ex- 
cliange their train tickets for bus 
tickets. But of course, at this late 
date the plan is out of the question, 
Buses Vied Before 
"Buses have been run in recent 
years but Mr. Macdonald' said that 
because it is necessary to take 
cheerleaders and the bIuc and 
White Band to the games that the 
buses have proved unsatisfactory,' 
Thompson said. "He claimed that 
people hadn't returned on the buses 
and that the SAC Aad been stuck 
Willi the bill for a double return 
fare, I think it would be as easy to 
catch a bus on time as to catch a 
train on time."

To illustrate the harm that can be done in such 
a case, a prominent Ottawa business man, who 
has been financing Gouicnko of spy trial fame, 
withdrew his financial support of the College. 
He said something about "freedom and license" 
but the example he was trying to set for Cana 
dian university students never was made clear. 

The quick and effective reply by The Carlcton 
prevented other Ottawa citiiens from being mis 
led into withdrawing financial support of. the col- 
lege. And public figures such as Dr. H. Keenly 
side complimented the students on their stand. 

We quite agree that the Communists, arc 
pleased to get publicity but on the other hand 
little is to be gained by sticking our heads into 
-the sand ivith the hope that the Communists 
will tire of being unable to draw our attention 
and will simply fold up their little organization.

my experience with students, I have found 
;^,ihat they are, on the whole, very sensible, and 
'^that as far as politics is concerned, they fall in-

^with political thought. 

î^^Sççbnd come those who study politics and so- 
^eial ' philosophy as a preparation for graduate 
ii'chool, and usually wind up with no very modern 
^jdcas, Communist or otherwise. Last wc liavc 
'those with a radical germ in their minds, wlio en- 
joy.thp adventure of taking an extreme point of 
l^eW, and work vciy hard at it in political action 
'groups.. ■ . ' 

îf^ïn the tliird'Set'arc those who become most 
politically .literate, and who create the cnvironr 
litaeht of controversy from which good political 
. ;çiduëàtion .o[»thc young can come. Tiicy raise 
liquestions wMch have to be answered. There is 
,'W|iothing as tiresome, listless^ and harmless as an 
^^acàdemic community injjjiiicli everyone quietly 
[Agrees with the . government Unfortunately, 
the standard situatidnr, Wc have more to 
^ fibroin the harmlessDcss of the American ac<> 
'ademio niind than we have, from the vigor of oc- 
^ aional radicals, 
libelievc that anyone who has the sense to lis- 
while students talk about these things will 
^/ulpkly discover that tlie American student does 
sot'àcccpt the ideas of his teachers as true, nor 
does he show any susceptibility to indoctrina- 
tion. What the American student has is an at- 
j^titude toward life, knowledge, and politics. He 
^.usually gifted with democratic feelings. His 




posture is one of frank, outspoken criticism of 
those with whom he disagrees. 

The student who is searching for an authority 
and an idea that can solve all his personal prob- 
lems will accept any idea that comes along. He 
is rare. He is usually a person who lacks tlic 
emotional stability that can only come from a 
full life as a youngster. I believe that our first 
concern in education must be to develop tlic 
tough-mindedness and opcn-mindcdness of the 
practicing democrat. 1 do not believe we can 
do tills in an educational system that teaches 
that the way to defeat ideas is to get rid of the 
people who have. them. Tlie students them- 
selves can be ^côuS fa>d;on to. isolate the men of 
no integrity fronTffioK whose beliefs are honest. 
The colleagues of any politically directed teach- 
er can be counted upon to judge his character and 
the quality of his teaching, and to take faculty 
action if it is indicated, * 

In the end, the question of academic freedom 
comes down to whether or not the individual 
is a man of honor. Wc need to know whether bê 
believes ho|ic«tIyJn the things he says. We need 
to know NIslvidence for saying them. AVe need 
to know whether or not he cares about his stud' 
ents, and is trying to help them to think liberally 
and independently. When we can answer these 

Sucations — and wc can answer them if we aek 
lem of our sludets and our teachers — we will 
know how to act in mattcr<,of:acaderoic freedom. 
We will also attain a powierfor'educating our 
youth in intellectual democracy that can con- 
quer all efforts to subvert the American mind.

Sir,— I have been asked what I 
find Great Britain liiie after a 12- 
year absence.. .Before we landed 
al all,, on the ship coming over, 
we were told that Enfland was 
rrony, and Just waitinc to take 
the conat la the next round. We 
.heard^inMA^iraesome tales of un- 
serupnlSni'ilfiitlsts and eareleu 
doctors. As for the labo'urlns 
classes, they were a bunch of 
laxy hounds, saboiaiinr the work 
of the nation, while they het 
shiilinis— shilllnfs mind you— 
not pennies— on the football pools 
and the dors and the horses. 
The funny tbinr was that ail this 
horrifié story of Inner decay and 
pendinr collapse , was never at- 
tributed to moral weaknesses In- 
herent in .the British character u 
such and now coming out. Rath- 
er, the ruin was all wroufht by 
eomini outside— an Inlanltous 
pleea of Iniquity ealled the La- 
bour Governmeal. t,. ' 
I am a Canadian,' and a Canadian 
proud of his Statute of Westminster; 
but proud also o( his British tradl 
tion and connection. What am \ 
to conclude after three fascinatinf 
months over here— not living in 
posh hotel;, on a fat expense ac- 
count, meetint the right people and 
rarely out ot London, but livinf and 
moving Instead here and there over 
the countryside— in towns, in vil 
lages, In country places— in the 
blsclc centre o( England and on her 
sea-silvered edges? 

This Is the picture as I see it. 
The Press of our Continent hu, 
on the whole— there are excep- 
Uons— been busy writlnr you off 
—I» even busier Just now. Con- 
ditioned by that Press, the Cana- 
dian comes over here almost ex- 
pecting to. see you rubbing fire 
sticks together and dressed in 
woad. And li Isn't only a trans- 
atlantic press; mollvated some- 
times perhaps by a partisan ec- 
onomic ideology, that does you 
In. , It's often, as well, your own 
runaway Britons who have come 
out amène us. to tell their story; 
sometimes, be It . said, more In 
sorrow than In anger. Further, 
it's 70U yourselves who do your- 
selves In. After a speech the oth- 
er week by a man who, in his 
greatness, served not only Britain 
but humanity, and yet whose 
speech waaffrlst^for the transst- 
lantle propaganda mills, I looked 
up the poat-war production sta- 
tlatlca seem to make yon lead al- 
most all Europe In post-war re- 
covery despite your relatively 
higher war costs. 
When I talk-to the right people- 
the groomed, salaried positioned 
people, the nice people like myself, 
in hotel rotundas, and at good din- 
ner tables, I am persuaded that 
Britain Is on the wrong road, and 
that almost everything that can be 
wrong with a country is wrong with 
1 Britain just now.

ssuring — business. I was in the 
United States during one of 
Roosevelt's elections. Everywhere 
Roosevelt .waa deorlfd. Intteli- 
gent peo|fle auddenly. lowered 
their voices and told us Intimate 
dreaful things about him. With 
considered unanimity, the Press 
was against Roosevelt. But the 
people once italn rolled Roose- 
velt in as the symbol of something 
they wanted kept alive among 
them, la there a parallel here to 
something that inay be 'happening 
among yoti? 

2. My next comment la very 
aimpie; merely this; that when 
one is wanting to make a conclu- 
aion baaed, as It were, on ration- 
al thinking, It's cxaapering' to 
realise' how Insistent visual ob- 
servation can be! My point is 
this: we have seen Britain. There 
may be many reasons for the dif-. 
ference between 1937 and now. 
But Uie difference exisU. That 
difference Is In the stride and ap- 
pearance of people on the streets, 
of men coming out of mines; It is 
In the faces and bodies of babies 
and children; It Is In the viUlity 
of young people. When I half 
wonder If I am Imaglnging all this 
I turn to one incident and know 
it is .not Imagination. 
Twelve years ago, as tourists, by 
accident, we stumbled on the Iron 
Square in Edinburgh. It was hor 
rible. We had seen things like it in 
Chester, in London, but here we 



felt was the trapped essence of the 
misery and degradation of the old 
world expressed in the tolerated 

deprivation ot its poor. In Iron 
Square on that day washing was 
strung across the corners between 
windows. 11 wasn't really washing. 
It' wasn't really garments— pitiful 
fragments ot'garments and all of a 
filthy grey. The ' moUiers were 
shuffling and slatternly;, the chil- 
dren pallid and diseased. On the 
foi'ehead and face of one child was 
a runnings sore; all were unkempt 
and dirty with the dirt of accepted 
misery. 

Last month In Edinburgli we 
went down to the Iron Square 
again. Providence had set the 
drama for us. The Square was 
still there, the central paved 
space, the solid stone and win- 
dowed walls ... the washing was 
there, too. But, so help me, it 
was wuhing. TJie pieces were 
whole garments and they were 
white. The ehlldren were there. 
They were handsome, gay. sturdy 
and clean. TheyJ^Wtre|J^lu^^^ 
There waa a supervborliTcharge 
and there were toys and picture 
books and bottles of milk. 

>low, for good or ill, that's the 
revolution that has occurred all over 
your islands. The thing has hap- 
pened. You have liquidated at 
least the most miserable poverty 
of your poor. An A.A. man, one 
day in one corner of England when 
the talk had turned to the good 
feeding in Dublin and Brussels for 
those who could pay for it. stood it 
no longer and cried out, "Ah, but 
don't- you know it, don't you know 
it, man; nobody today starves in 
England!" 

Whatever' you do about chang- 
ing or not changing your political 
custodians, I believe you are go- 
ing to continue on the right road 
for Britain.

Two Art Exhibits 

Coodridgc Roberts! a Canadian 
painter of considerable skill and 
craftsnianship, is currently holding 
his^mtrthv exhibition at the Dom- 
inlon"Af{''Gallery, 1448 St. Cather- 
ine St., West. A remarkable array 1 
of some seventy-seven painUngs,' 
mnsl of which were executed dur- 
ing the past year, constitute this 
Interesting exhibit. Any one who 
admires intcUigcncc combined 
with vivid Imagination should find 
enjoyment In this collection. 

Mr. Roberts states that he is 
"impressbd If not influenced by the 
French Impressionists, Cezanne, 
Gaugin,' and Monet." This artist 
excels in the painting of still life, 
and it is in these that the 'na- 
turalistic" vein of the Impressionists 
is most heavily pronounced. The 
generous ovations accorded him by 
Canadian art critics are easily un- 
derstood once t1)e. critical eye has 
cast its glance at these still llfes. 
Composition (so important in thli 
type ot paintings) is first rate; 
line and form, bold and severe: and 
colour, generally agreeable.' Among 
the better works In this group are 
"Stiif Life With Plant," "The Blue 
Cup," and "Cider Jug anci Bottle.'' 
Also represented In the exhibit 
are a number of landscapes in both 
oils and water colour. These are, 
for the most part, impressive with 
the standout being "Green Hill- 
side," an exquisite study in green. 
Others rating attention , are "The 
Meadow," "Trees,*! and ' "Dusk." 

Mr. Roberta has wisely Included 
several of his earlier paintings if 
only for comparison These works, 
though clever, arc often loose and 
immature. They show a flare for 
vivid colour and bold presentation. 
His recent product, on the other 
hand, is more subdued both In 
colour scheme and composition. It 
should most interesting to keep an 
eye on Coodrldce Roberts in the 
future, for he is an artist who im- 
proves with time.

"Though I Speak," a book of 
poems by, McGlli graduate Anthony 
Frisch, Is a thoroughly satisfying 
bit of work, especially when a little 
oljjl^ tt c Mautho r'a background / is 
itnown'TcrrOje reader. Mr. Frlscn 
has led a varied and interesting life 
from the moment of his birth, ot 
all places, on the slopes of Mt. 
Vesuvius in Italy. He is, equally at 
home in three . countries, Austria, 
his native land, England, where he 
was educated, and Canada, his 
adopted home, and the Influences 
of the three countries are very 
marked in his poetry, 
,.Ho tpcnt bis cblldlieod In 
yicnaa, aiad attended elementary 
acheol tbcrc. Then he . went (0 
Swilserland for a year, and 
finally arrived In England, where 
he attended school and entered 
Emmanueli College, Cambridge, 
When war started, be was ac- 
cidentally Interned, 'aiid then 
sent to Canada. He was released 
and entered MeQlll Unlyersity, 
where 'he took -a B.Sej^grie'c..; 
After graduating he worked^ar 
The Garette, and then Joined 
the R.C.A.F. as an air gunner.

This préoccupation with one's own 
feé^lngs and reactions seéms to be 
a failing common topmost young 
poets, and most , of ^thém ' outgrow 
It and learn to look at tiie world 
from "a broader viewpoint. 



Mr. Frlseh does net affect the 
'stream of consciousness' school 
in his poetry. He writes good, 
honest, straightforward, English 
verse, and he writes It very! well 
for the most part, except for the 
oeculonal poetic 'cropper'. 
When he "brings it off," so to 
speak, the- result Is excellent. His 
dicUon.^ii|ne8r;perfect, his metre 
isl^delïnltêly: tliere, but is subor- 
itinated tojhe words and flow of 
the poem, as it should be, and the 
whole appears as a piece of work 
carefully thought out and well put 
together, ' For example, the best

Despite these occasional, let- 
downs, the majority of the poems, 



are very good, especially those 
which comment on the over-atten- 
tion to trivialities shown by Cana- 
dians who are supposed to' have 
reached the age of maturity. 

By and large, the poems are 
well worth reading, thinking 
about, and f then reading again. 
Mr. Frisch is definitely a poet to 
watch. lie has something to say, 
and Is finding the way to say it.

New Stands to Be Built 
At Stadium for Next Year

McGIII Btudeois will find them- 
selves In strange lurroundlngs 
next fall when they go to the 
football gamea. The Athletics De- 
partment made it . knou-n that 
new stands will be put In to re- 
place the wooden bleachers In the 
Students Seetlon. 

. Architects have been working on 
the tentative plans, and they are 
expected to submit the first set 
within the next few days. The ac- 
tual construction of these stands Is 
expected to commence sometime 
next March to be completed by the 
last week in August 

Stretching from the small gate to 
the field on the south-west side of 
the field right around to the double 
gate on the south-cast side, the 
soil -I concrete grandstands will hold 
between twenty-eight and thirty 
rows of seats. The front- row- will 
be eight feet above the ground so 
that if the crowds exceed the ca 
pacity, temporary stands could be 
placed in front on the track to ac- 
commodate them. 

Entrance to the Grandstands 
will be through a tunnel and up 
a ramp to the centre of the teats, 
mther than from the front u it 
Is now. This type > of entrance Is 
csnsldered the most suitable for 
large stadiunu because of Its ef- 
ficiency In allowing large num- 
bers of people to move rapidly. 
Under the stands will be dressing 
rooms for the visiting teams, as 
well as layatorles:tor;;inen^Md wo- 
men and refiïàhmeht ^'concessions. 
Necessary storage space for equip- 
ment wiil be provided. 

The construction of this added ac- 
commodation was considered neces 
sary to cope' with the vastly in< 
creased interest in football which 



has manifested itself in the psst 
couple of years. Last Saturday's 
game which had a crowd of sixteen 
thousand fans on a very rainy 
afternoon showed that more sest 
ing space was definitely needed. 
The increased revenue, resulting 
from the grester attendance, will 
probably be used to pay for the 
new McGjII grandstands.

Executive Council and constitute the Bylaws of the Finance

These regtilotions apply to all organizations whose finances ore 
controlled by the S.E.C. 

1. All Committees of the Students' Society shall ''submit before the first 
. day of November to the S.E.C. a, budget and programme of their activi- 
ties for the current year. No organization shall receive aid from the 
S.E.C. which has not subrnitted a biidget in the above manner. 

2. No expenditures on behalf of any of the Committees sholl be authorized 
unless such expenditures are covered by on approved budget.' 

3. The only, person authorized to make expenditures on behalf of any 

orgonizotion shall be the Signing Officer who shall be responsible to 

the S.E.C. for any expenditures in excess of the approved budget. • 
\ . . . I - 

4. The Signing Officer of each and every organization shall keep a record 
of financial transactions. This will be audited by the S.E.C. at the 

■ termination of the Committee's activities in the spring. 

5. Before any expenditures ore mode or contracts entered into, the follow- 
ing procedure must be followed: All contemplo'ted expenditures sholl be 
authorized by the Secretory-Treasurer of the S.E.C. on form S.E.C.-F--1. 
Payment to the Srgning Officer or merchant will be mode, only upon pre- 
sentation to the Secretory-Treasurer of ^the^ut^orized. purchase Vo 
Form together with the receipt of pàyment^from'^tHè''mefchdn the 
merchant's bill. All contracts entered into by a stonding Committee and 
a second party shall be drawn up on form S.E.C. -F.-2 and outhorizcd by 
the. Secretary-Treasurer before they will be recognized by the Students'. 
Executive Council. The purpose of the authorization by the Secretary- 
Treasurer shall be only to ensure that there is sufficient monies remain- 
ing in the budget of the Committee to cover the contemplated expendi- 
ture.
